—4HE Prince of Naffau-Siegen 


* having caus‘ a Relation to 
* be printed in the German 
-* Tongue, of the Surprizal of 
‘ his Caftle of Siegen, and the Seizure of the 
‘Count de Jonquieres in it, by a Party of 
‘ the Elector Palatine’s Troops, in the Month 
‘ of July laft, and of the Violences commit- 
‘ted in other Refpedts by the faid Party on 
‘ that Occafion $ has fent it with a Circular 
‘ Letter to the Princes of the Empire. The 
‘ Subftance of that Relation, and of that Cir- 
‘ cular Letter,is as follows. 
T% E rsth of July 1706, a Palatine Lieu- 


tenant nam’d Melchior Sampt, with a 
Cornet and about so Troopers came before 
Day-break to the Gaftle of Siegen ; and by 
Surprize entering it, fecur’d the Governour, 
and took out of the Magazine what Ammu~ 
nition they thought fit. “The 16th they broke 
open the Doors of the Granary, and took 
from thence moft of what was laid up there. 
The 17th about 400 Boors belonging to the 
Diftti@ of Windech furpriz’d the Village of 
Eiferfelt, and conftrain’d the Inhabitants to 
furnifh them with Money, Meat and Drink. 
The fame Day the forefaid Palatines burnt 
the Wooden Horfe which had been fet up 
near the Caftle for keeping the Garrifon in 
awe ; they rifled alfo the Magazines a fecond 
time, and having open’d the Door of the 
Prifon fuffer’d feveral Offenders to make their 
Efcape from thence; and they proceeded 
fo far in their infolences as to open the Tomb 
of Prince Jofeph of Naffau-Siegen. The 
18h they forced open the Cellar and Vaule 
under the Governour’s Appartment, and took 
rom thence Ammunition of all forts, and 
afterwards broke into the Jefuités College. 
The fame Day they broke open the Locks of 
the Prince’s Cellar, and took out what they 
pleas'd ; alfo the abovefaid 400 Boors extor- 
ted from the Farmers and others that liv’d 
near the Caftle, all manner of Provifions in 
the fame manner as they had done at Eifer- 
felt, and the next Day they return’d home. 
The 20th fome of the Palatine Forces march’d 
farly in the Morning to the Villages of Wy- 
dsnau, Duisbach, and Netphen, and forc'd 


ro or 12 of the Inhabitants there, after they 
had Can’d them, or beaten them with the 
Flat of their Swords, to come to the Cattle 
with their Horfes and Carts, and carry of 
from thence a great Quantity of Oats and o- 
ther Grain. The 24th the Palatines, after 
having once more plunder'd the Magazines 
of Corn, march’d away, and carried with 
them the Count de Jonquieres, who per- 
ceiving that his Gracious Soveraign and the 
whole Country {fuffer'd on his account, fur- 
rendred himfelf voluntariiy, after having 
caus'd an Inventory to be taken of his 
Moveables and other Effeas. 

The Circular Letter to the feveral Princes 
of the Empire. 

SIR, 


6 HE enclofed Relation will inform .*< 


* your Highnefs how unworthily I 
* am treated, and how the Rights of San@u- 
* ary, both Secular and Ecclefiaftical, are vio- 
* Jated, as well as my Territory, and Refi- 
* dence, the Tombs of Princes not excepted. 
€ I doubt not you will take Part in my too 
* juft Concern and Refentment, and contri- 
ions to the procuring of Satisfaction for this 
© Infult made upon the Caraéer of a Prince 
* and an Eftate of the Empire, which I bear 
* in common with you: And I flatter my 
¢ felf, that in Confideration of my noble 
© Birth and out of Regard for my Perfon 
© your Highnefs will lay to Heart this new 
© and unexampled Affair. As for the Gen- 
© tleman faid in the Relation to be fiez’d, 
€ and who is carried I know not whither, 
© fome fay to Mulheim, I declare that I do 
© not pretend to defend or favour him in the 
© leaft in any Crime, and of this I have given 
¢ plain Proof ; for finding that Endeavours 
© were usd to fieze him in Aix, I fent him 
* to Siegen thinking that a Place of Security, 


¢ and offer’d the Emperour all Manner of “* 


© Satisfa@tion in Cafe he fhould appear to be 
© criminal ; I likewife defir’d the Aulick 
© Council to name his Accufers, or elfe to. 
* grant him a Protedtion that he might live 
€ quietly in the Empire without being in- 
falted by my known Enemies, who dare 
© not declare themfelves openly but feek to 
© do me Mifchief by a fide Wind. After he. 
© has voluntarily furrendred himéelf, quitting 
€ a Sacred Afylum that he might fave my 
| Country 
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© Country from Ruine, and the GoHege from 
the Effeéts of the Threats of Duffeldorp, f 
think it proper to make my Complaints 
and remonttrate my Rights co you: And I 
demand with ali the Juftice in the World 
Reparation and Rettitution, declaring and 
holding for nuil che Detention of him, and 
all the Proceedings againft him. I hope 
from your, Equity thac I fhall have your 
Voice in the Diet upon this Affair, thar I 
may obrain intire Satisfaction, and may. for 
the future be maintain’d in the well known 
* Rights and Privileges of the Empire ac- 
‘ cording to its Conftitutions. I fhail not be 
* wanting on all Occafions'to fhew my Gra-~ 

® tirude, and che Refpeé& with which 1 am
